While the traveler ou Western roads finds 
himself looking now and then for the Catskills 
and Hie broad and unique Hudson, and con 
tinualiy regretting lie had not pocked them iii 
his carpet-bag with his clean garments and 
railway guide, there are many gems that de 
light the eye. 
But what with the rattle and 
roar of the oars, tho inevitable whistle, which 
reached its ultimate in the hands of an insane 
engineer who blew three times at every road 
crossing, there is left no pence for one's ears 
The Susquehanna is a sluggish, muddy, 
languid stream, perhaps because it’s iii its 
midsummer mood, aud reserves its dash aud 
rush for tile Spring performance. The Juniata, 
however, in many places justifies the appella­ 
tion of the poet. 
“The Bright Juniata " spark­ 
les in tbe sunlight, and shines with the rich­ 
ness of black marble iii the shadows which Hie 
hills and the thick trees cast in rapid succcs 
aion upon its waters. 
But the Juniata canal 
U a jolly joke. 
How in some parts tho boats 
contrive to pass wo could not conceive and 
only solved the conundrum by tho conclusion 
that perhaps there was but one. 
At any rate 
in thirty miles’ travel along its roue but one 
made its appearance. Our D. A IL boatmen 
m ar be interested to learn it wa* drawn by 
four mules. 
The workers in iron and glass who congre­ 
gate in Pittsburgh and its twin city, Al­ 
leghany, contrive with their smoke to begrime 
the two glaces into about as dirty a spot as 
can be found on the continent; but as tbe 
curs pass over (he river nnd are fairly in 
Alleghany there ie one gem that remains 
long iii Hie memory. 
High upon a point 
reaching oat in bold prominence stands a 
soldier*' monument, rising far nbore the din 
and bustle of tho town, as the deeds it com­ 
memorates swell far above the dust of politi­ 
cal strife into tho clear air of historic remem­ 
brance. 
The smoke of the furnaces, imperti­ 
nent as it is, *eems to permit this to be re­ 
vealed clearly, as tbe damps and fogs will 
roll back as Hie faith-piercing ejes of life's 
liest soldiers* seek the battlements which 
guard the eternal peace. 
Ju*t beyond this 
monument is a little park. 
Its grass, green 
and bright, nnd its walks arranged with ex­ 
quisite skill, form a charming vase for rare 
and rich flowers of brilliant color. 
The little 
park conies unexpectedly upon one, and per­ 
haps its beauty is thus enhanced, but it is a 
real gem. 
Just beyond is Beaver Fulls, very busy and 
us dirty as busy, but noted Specially us Hie 
place w here Chinese labor is employed in con­ 
siderable quantity. 
Those who arrived on tbe 
train were greeted by the committee from the 
works with a chorus of bows, and the pig-tails 
fretted Hie air in a lively way. Then followed 
some oratory, in which, as I took it, the resi­ 
dent Chop-SUcks were welcoming their coun­ 
trymen to the city. 
Tile sentiments, thougli 
slightly obscured by til* use ol too many tea­ 
ches! hieroglyphics, would have done honor to 
any heathen iii the country. 
As the train leaves Pennsylvania and enters 
Ohio we pass some of tho best land ever made, 
e«rtain!y Hie best I have seen except a strip iii 
Wisconsin und another in Minnesota. 
Rolling 
gently it U evidently Hie paradise of the far­ 
mer. 
it also abounds in handsome groves. 
I picked out several as excursion ]>oiiits for 
our Rondout schools and societies. 
They will 
find them ahead of anything on the Hudson, 
and I doubt not the railroads w ill make favor­ 
able terms. 
Here I took the longest nap I ever enjoy- 
d, extending in fact three hundred miles, 
across half of Ohio and three-fourths of 
Indiana. 
Tile first sight that greeted us in the 
morning was a wreck. Just u few minute' 
In-fore we came up two trains had attempted 
Hie difficult feat of passing each other on a 
single track, but, odd, us it may seem, had 
failed. The wreck was pTled high in splintered 
confusion, reaching three times alum* Hie or­ 
dinary car. 
Hie engiue was in a very de­ 
moralized state, the piston reposing In the 
smoke-stack, the driving-wheels were in the 
ditch, and the tender, in a ragged plight, had 
jumjied clean over to tho cow-catcher. The 
train men asked if anybody was killed, aud 
(receiving a negative answer, dropped the stub-! 
ject and passed on, and apparently it passed 
lout of their recollection with the next station. 
A wrecked eugine is something so different 
from the machine iii motion, that we can 
scarcely imagine it to bear any relation to the 
nulling, shrieking monarch of the rail, to 
whose impersonation of jMiwer our hats invol­ 
untarily rise in respectful recognition.

doubted pure water is either to utilize sewsr- 
age, by using it like guano for land, or else to 
bore artesian wells.

—Conjectures in regard to legislative candi­ 
dates to be supported at the next ensuing 
stale election are being indulged in in some 
quarters. 
This is well enough if it should lead 
to the designation of abler and more honest 
men than common. 
Of t'.at past experience 
gives but little hope for too sweeping a change 
in such respect. 
Even with the quality of 
legislators usually obtained the door would be 
more effectually closed to venal actions on 
their part if the existing system of special 
legislation could lie modified and finally broken 
up.

While the traveler ou Western roads finds 
himself looking now and then for the Catskills 
and the broad and unique Hudson, and con­ 
tinually regretting he had not packed them in 
his carpet-bag with his clean garments and 
railway guide, there are mauy gems that de­ 
light the eye. 
But what with the rattle and 
roar of the oars, tho inevitable wbfetle, which 
reached its ultimate in the hands of an insane 
engineer who blew three times at every road 
crossing, there is left no peace for one’s ears. 
The Susquehanna is a sluggish, muddy, 
languid stream, perhaps because it’s in its 
midsummer mood, aud reserves its dash and 
rush for the SpriDg performance. The Juniata, 
however, iu many places justifies the appella­ 
tion of the poet. 
“The Bright Juniata” spark­ 
les in tbe sunlight, and shines with the rich­ 
ness of black nmrble iu the shadows which the 
hills and the thick trees cast in rapid succes­ 
sion upon its waters. 
But the Juniata canal 
is a jolly joke. 
How in some parts the boats 
contrive to pass we could not conceive and 
only solved tho conundrum by the conclusion 
that perhaps there was but one. 
At any rate 
in thirty miles’ travel along itá route but one 
made its appearance. 
Our D. & II. boatmen 
may be interested to learn it was drawn by 
four mules. 
The workers in irou and glass who congre­ 
gate in Pittsburgh and its twin city, Al­ 
leghany, contrive with their smoke to begrime 
the two places into about as dirty a spot as 
can be found on the coutineut; but as the 
cars pass over the river and are fairly in 
Alleghany there is one gem that remains 
long in the memory. 
High upon a point 
reaching out in bold prominence stands a 
soldier»’ monument, rising far above tlie din 
and bustle of the town, as the deeds it com­ 
memorates swell far above the dust of politi­ 
cal strife into the clear air of historic remem­ 
brance. 
The smoke of the furuaccs, imperti­ 
nent as it is, seems to permit this to be re­ 
vealed clearly, as the damps and fogs will 
roll back as the faith-piercing eyes of life’s 
best soldiers" seek the battlemeiits which 
guard the eternal peace. 
Jnst beyond this 
monument is a little park. 
Its grass, green 
and bright, and its walks arranged with ex­ 
quisite skill, form a charming vase for rare 
and rich flowers of brilliant color. 
The little 
park comes unexpectedly upon oue, and per­ 
haps its beanty is thus enhanced, but it is a 
real gem. 
Just beyond is Beaver Falls, very busy aud 
as dirty as busy, but noted Specially as the 
place where Chinese labor is employed in con­ 
siderable quantity. 
Those who arrived on the 
train were greeted by the committee from the 
work3 with a chorus of bows, and the pig-tails 
fretted the air in a lively way. 
Then followed 
some oratory, in which, as I took it, tbe resi­ 
dent Chop-Sticks were welcoming their coun­ 
trymen to the city. 
The sentiments, though 
slightly obscured by the use ol too many tea- 
chest hieroglyphics, would have done honor to 
any heathen in tlie country. 
As the train leaves Pennsylvania and enters 
Ohio we pass some of tho best land ever made, 
certainly the best I have seen except a strip in 
Wisconsin aud another in Minnesota. Rolling 
gently it is evidently the paradise of the far­ 
mer. 
It also abounds in handsome groves. 
I picked out several a3 excursion points for 
our Rondout schools and societies. 
They will 
find them ahead of anything on the' Hudson, 
and I doubt not the railroads w ill make favor­ 
able terms. 
Here I took the longest nap 1 ever enjoy­ 
ed, extending in fact three hundred miles, 
across half of Ohio and three-fourths of 
Indiaua. 
The first sight that greeted us in the 
morning was a wreck. 
Just a few minutes 
before we came up two trains had attempted 
the difficult feat of passing each other on a 
single track, but, odd, as it may seem, had 
failed. 
The wreck was pfled high in splintered 
confusion, reaching three times above the or­ 
dinary car. 
Tlie engine was iu a very de­ 
moralized state, the piston reposing in tlie 
smoke-stack, the driving-wheels were in the 
ditch, and the tender, in a ragged plight, had 
jumped clean over to the cow-catcher. 
The 
train men asked if anybody was killed, aud 
receiving a negative answer, dropped the sub­ 
ject and passed on, and apparently it passed 
out of their recollection with the next station. 
A wrecked engine is something so different 
from the machine in motion, that we can 
scarcely imagine it to bear any relation to the 
rushing, shrieking monarch of the rail, to 
whose impersonation of power our liats invol­ 
untarily rise in respectful recognition. And so 
ours snorts its disclaimer of all relationship as 
it rolls us by the wreck, and rattles us through 
the morning mist just lifting from the sodden 
marshes of outlying Chicago and at last into 
the city itself.

After 
reviewing the course of events in Louisiana 
during the past year, Mr. McEuery says ‘the 
present deplorable condition oí the state de­ 
mands for her rescue from certain ruin tbe 
adoption of one of two remedies; either the 
rescue of her government from the ignorance 
and corruption pervading almost every de­ 
partment by the united action of the intelligent 
and honest people of the state or an utter sur­ 
render of the state to the federal government, 
trusting tliat government may institute an 
honest home government that will spare the 
people the confiscation of their property now 
gradually going on and consequent inev­ 
itable bankruptcy and ruin. 
To any one ed­ 
ucated in the theory and geniu3 of our gov­ 
ernment the latter alternative is hard to ac­ 
cept; but auy government promising abetter 
future, however irregularly instituted, is pre­ 
ferable to one promising certain impoverish­ 
ment and general bankruptcy. 
When people 
find themselves surrounded, as we are,by des­ 
perate and straitened circumstances, com­ 
merce 
decaying, agriculture domoralized, 
capital 
with mercurial wings 
in flight, 
real 
estate 
depressed 
and 
de­ 
preciated 
fifty 
per 
cent. 
since 
Kellogg’s rule and in fact all values on the de­ 
cline; all this in a state of boundless resources, 
and simply and alone due to tlie fact of bad, 
dishonest and illegitimate government, pos­ 
sessing neither the confidence of people at 
home or abroad, it is natural tliat they will 
accept relief from any hand that extends it 
aud will not stop to euquire as to the regular­ 
ity or irregularity of tho authority exercised. 
But I hope fate is not so imperious that wc 
shall be driven to accept so desperate a reme­ 
dy. 
Let us hope better of those who hold our 
destiny in their hands.

T H E R A IL R O A D CO LLISIO N . 


In ve stiga tio n l>y tlie Coroner. 


C h ic a g o , August 19.—The Coroner’s inves­ 
tigation of the recent collision on the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad was resumed this forenoon. 
The principal witness examined was John 
Puffenberger, engineer of the coal train loco­ 
motive. 
His testimony showed tliat that par­ 
ticular train had been run in a careless man­ 
ner ou Hie night of the accideut. 
He says he 
looked at his watch upon arriving at Lemont 
and found that he had plenty of time to run to 
Willow Springs—fifty minutes and over. 
It 
wa3 exactly nine o’clock when ho left Lemont. 
He told 
Conductor Bean 
that he 
was 
going ou 
to Sag to take in water, and 
the latter answered, “ all right; go ahead.” 
The collision occurred twenty minutes after­ 
wards. 
lie then comparecí his watch with 
those oí some men on the passenger train and 
found it an hour slow. 
He could not accouut 
for tlie condition of liis watch. 
He would not 
have left Lemont if he had had correct time, 
even though Hie conductor gave him orders. 
He did not cousider Bean fit to run any train. 
Witness detailed some conversation he had 
with Beau after Hie accident, from which it 
would appear that Bean was totally ignorant 
of the time at which the collision took place 
and the circumstances attendiog the catastro­ 
phe. 
Bean has not yet been arrested, but Hie 
police authorities are ou his track. 
The gen­ 
eral feeling throughout the city is that au ex­ 
ample should be made of the engineer and 
conductor.

A correspondent of the Springfield Repub­ 
lican who has visited the above uunttd lorn 
mer resorts, aud taken a survey of our city, 
Iii writing to hi* newspaper speaks as follows 
of whut lie saw, and as he evidently kuows 
whereof he speaks we give his opinions, as 
they will, we think, lead ii* “ lo see ourselves 
a* others -se us:” 
‘Just now the centers of attraction for Hic 
region fronting the east and southeast are th 
Overlook mountain and Luke Mohonk. 
The 
southeastern portion of the Catskill* and Its 
adjacent realm, the Shandaken and Shawan­ 
gunk ranges that connect it with the A fg h a ­ 
nis*. have tieen little known, save to the peo­ 
ple in its vicinity. 
But for wealth of moon 
lain view and sweetness of lowland loveliness 
this region far excels tho portion formerly 
known as the Catskill*. 
The base of opera­ 
tions for Un* country Is Kingston on the Hud­ 
son; now. with its river pore Rondout, known 
by the bigb-souudii g tilleof tho City of Kings­ 
ton,—a queer medley of ol I I flitch sleepiness, 
Irish liriskiie-* and genuine New York culture'. 
The hotels thereabout w ill not tempt you to 
tairy; indeed, all the country hotels in this re­ 
gion go bv whiskey, and we flavor our leaves 
with few regret*. 
A ride of six mile* on the 
railroad lo West Hurley station puts yon 
aboard Hit*Overlook Mountain House wagons, 
and a slow, toilsome jolt of four hours c Tries 
you over the nine milos of meadow and moun­ 
tain to the summit. 
Here.3.COO feel above the 
sea, you find a mountain house, on the whole, 
well kept, at New York charges, with a friend­ 
ly und intelligent landlord. 
Two hundred 
and fifty feet above the house rises Hic sum­ 
mit, a crown of awful precipices; and from 
the various point* Huff can be reached by a 
child in an hour’s walk, is doubtless the grand­ 
est outlook accessible among these hills. 
The 
mountain is the natural observatory for the 
southeastern Catskill and Shandaken ranges, 
cut off by deep, wooded gorges from the loft­ 
ier ridges and peaks iii its rear, miles of w hich 
are commanded from the piazza of tile house.

A ride on the Walkill Valley Railroad from 
Kingston of an hour brings you to the sleepy 
little village of New Paltz, mid Ave miles of 
very easy mountain riding lauds you at the 
Luke Mohonk house.

ern end of Hic Shawangunk rauge of lofty 
billa, is a place foreordained to be a favorite 
Mummer resort.

Eastward can be 
traced the course of the Hudson, aud the line 
of the Green mountain.* with their most com­ 
manding summits. 
Tile whole western hori­ 
zon is crowded by piied-up walls of azure, 
stretching from the Alieghunies in Hie south­ 
west to the cone of Overlook in Hie uortli— 
certainly the most satisfying view we have yet 
seen of any extended portion of this range. 
Here is a large boarding-house, admirably 
kept, for a wonder, iu this State, without 
liquor or the noisy nuisances of interminable 
dancing, baw ling und racketing that make our 
American watering place* the disgust of all 
quiet souls. 
For a restful season, amid ex­ 
quisite scenery, with the best of quiet company, 
at endurable prices, in easy distance of the 
great eastern cities, this is, so far, the tiest 
mountain house we have found. Another year 
the iioUie will be greatly enlarged, aud, while 
us well kept ais now, the crowd that comes to 
it will not diminish. 
From Springfield the 
seed iest route would probably be to New 
York; then four hours on the Erie Railroad, 
via Goshen to New Paltz, aud nobody who 
undertake* the expedition will regret Hic ven- 
tare."

iflarj- l’ow cll’g Steel Hollers. 
As inquiries are often made as to|the form, 
size, and weight of the Mary Powell's new- 
steel boilers, by steamboat men, we give the 
following description of them. There are two 
boilers, of tho form known as Hue and return 
tubular. Each boiler has ten flues of different 
diameters, nine, lilteen, and sixteen inches, 
and eighty tubes of four and one half inches 
outside diameter. Each boiler is eleven feet 
front, twenty-tlvo feet long, and the diameter 
of tho shell is ten feet. The sheets of the 
boilers are of steel, having a tensile strength 
of seventy thousand pounds to the square 
inch. The sheets are five-sixteenths of an 
inch thick. Eacli boiler weighs twenty-eight 
tons, the weight of the two being seven tons 
less than that of the old iron boilers.

I.ak c Jtolionk an d the O verlook. 
A correspondent of the Springfield Repub­ 
lican who has visited the above named sum­ 
mer resorts, and taken a survey of our city, 
in writing to his newspaper speaks as follows 
of what he saw, and as he evidently kuows 
whereof he speaks we give his opinions, as 
they will, we think, lead us “ lo see ourselves 
as others see us 
Just now the centers of attraction for the 
region fronting the oast and southeast are the 
Overlook mountain and Lake Mohonk. The 
southeastern portion of the Catskills and its 
adjacent realm, the Shandaken and Shawan- 
gunk ranges that connect it with the Allegba- 
nies, have been little known, save to the peo­ 
ple in its vicinity. But for wealth of moun­ 
tain view and sweetness of lowland loveliness 
this region far excels the portion formerly 
known as the Catskills. The liase of opera­ 
tions lor this country is Kingston on the Hud­ 
son; now, with its river port, Rondout, known 
by the high-sounding titleof the City of Kings­ 
ton,—a queer medley of old Dutch sleeplucss, 
Irish briskness andgenuiue New York culture. 
The hotels thereabout will not tempt you to 
tarry; indeed, all the country hotels in this re­ 
gion go by whiskey, and we flavor our leaves 
with few regrets. A ride of six miles ou the 
railroad to West Hurley station puts you 
aboard the Overlook Mountain House wagons, 
and a slow, toilsome jolt of four hours cirrie3 
you over the nine miles of meadow and moun­ 
tain to the summit. Here,3,000 feet above the 
sea, you lind a mountain house, on the whole, 
well kept, at New York charges, with a friend­ 
ly and intelligent landlord. Two hundred 
and fifty feel above the house rises the sum­ 
mit, a crown of awful precipices; aud from 
the various points that can be reached by a 
child in an hour's walk, is doubtless the graud- 
est outlook accessible among these hills. The 
mountain is the natural observatory for the 
southeastern Catskill and Skaiulaken ranges, 
cut off by deep, wooded gorges from the loft­ 
ier ridges and peaks in its rear, miles of which 
are commanded from the piazza of the house. 
The grand Shandaken range is best seen here, 
with its summit, Peak o’Moon, supposed to be 
the loftiest in the entire region. We might he 
tempted, by social considerations, to stay at 
the Overlook, for, this year, it is visited by 
some of tho best people in the country; but a 
mountain top 3,000 feet above tide-water, has, 
at best, a rough summer climate, and tho vio­ 
lent changes among tho Catskills try even a 
vigorous constitution. It has proved a for­ 
midable rival to theMountain House, and, this 
year, is crowded with guests, though the 
country immediately around the latter is full 
of attractions and more interesting to the 
tourist. 
A ride on the Walkill Valley Railroad from 
Kingston of an hour brings you to the sleepy 
little village of New Paltz, and five miles of 
very easy mountain riding lands you at the 
Lake Mohonk house. Here, on the north­ 
ern end of the Shawangunk range of lofty 
hills, is a place foreordained to be a favorite 
summer resort. At an altitude of 1200 feet 
above the Hudson, in a^deep rocky gorge of 
the mountain, lies the ‘sweetest of highland 
lakes, half a mile iu length, deep, clear, and 
surrounded by headlong precipices. 
The 
whole mountain is a vast tumble of rocks 
piled in the most fantastic shapes, heavily 
wooded and a natural flower garden. Here 
the arbutus, the azalea, the laurel, in succes­ 
sion, clothe the rocky slopc3 with early sum­ 
mer beauty. There is an endless variety in 
the wondrous rock scenery, and a whole 
season would hardly suffice to explore this 
wild and wonderful labyrinth. But from the two 
summits, Sky Top and Eagle’s Clifl, in addi­ 
tion, an outlook is gained, not inferior to 
any In the whole Catskill region; in 
some respects unrivaled in America. 
The 
valleys of the Rondout and tho Wallkill lie be­ 
low, beautiful as Paradise, the great grazing 
and dairy farms of the city. Eastward"can be 
traced the course of the Hudson, and the line 
of the Green mountains with their most com­ 
manding summits. The whole western hori­ 
zon is crowded by piied-up walls of azure, 
stretching from the Alleglianies in the south­ 
west to the cone of Overlook in the nortli— 
certainly the most satisfying view we have yet 
seen of any extended portion of this range. 
Here is a large boarding-house, admirably 
kept, for a wonder, iu this State, without 
liquor or the noisy nuisances of interminable 
dancing, bawling and racketing that make our 
American watering places the disgust of all 
quiet souls. For a restful season, amid ex­ 
quisite scenery, with the best of quiet company, 
at endurable prices, in easy distance of the 
great eastern cities, this is, so far, the best 
mountain house we have found. Another year 
the house will be greatly enlarged, and, while 
as well kept jis now, the crowd that comes to 
it will not diminish. From Springfield the 
speediest route would probably be to New 
York; then four hours on the Erie Railroad, 
via Goshen to New Paltz, and nobody who 
undertakes the expedition will regrqt the ven­ 
ture.”

The Common Council of the City of Kingston do 
ordain as follow s: 
S ection 1. All auction sales are hereby forbidden 
in said city unlees in each case a license in w riting 
for that purpose be first obtained from the Mayor, 
for which he shajl demand and receive,before grant­ 
ing such license, five dollars for each day of sale so 
allowed, not exceeding three days; twenty-five 
dollars for any longer period not exceeding one 
m onth; thirty-live dollars for any longer period 
not exceeding six m onths; aud fifty dollars for any 
longer period not exceeding oue year. Every per­ 
son conducting or aiding in conducting any auction 
sale in violation of this section, shall thereby incur 
a penalty of ten dollars for every such offence, and 
a further penalty of ten dollars for each day or por­ 
tion of a day such sale is continued.

official act or om ission to act is to be in any degree 
influenced thereby, shall bo deem ed guilty of a lei- 
ony. ThiB section shall not affect th e validity of 
any existing statu tes in rela tio n to the offence of 
b rib ery . 
§ 2. A ny person who shall offer or prom ise a bribe 
to an officer, if it shall be received, sliull be deem ed 
guilty of a leiouy aud be liable to a punishm ent, ex­ 
cept as herein provided.

A su p e rin te n d e n t of s ta te priso n s shall lie 
ap pointed by tlie governor, w ith th e consent of th e 
senate, and hold his office for live ye.irs, u n less 
sooner rem oved; he shall give secu rity in such 
a m o u n t, and w ith su ch su reties, as sliall be req u ir­ 
ed by law for th e faith fu l discharge of his d u ties; 
he shall have th e su p erin ten d en ce, m an ag em en t
